Complainant Save San Lorenzo River Association having 

filed a complain t of violation of terms or conditions of 

Permits 16123 and 16601 of permittee City of Santa Cruz; an 

investigation having been conducted by the Division of Water 

Rights; a public hearing having been held before the State 

Water Resources Control Eoard on April 22* 1976; complainant an d 

permittee having appeared and presented evidence; the evidence 

received at the hearing having been ti:Ay considered; the 

Board finds as follows: _

1. petittee City of Sax32 ::.,z holds fe-r-gfts 16122 

and 16601, which authorize diversion, $:",',:a Sa2 Ldrenpo River, at 

Felton, to offstrem storage in Loch Lomnd Reservoir. 

2. During the port&k of th rAe diversion season relevant 

hekein said permits together authorize diversion of up to 20 cubi 

feet per second -(cfs) of flows in excess of 20 cfs. 
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3'. Term 14 of Permit 16123 and Term 16 of Permit 16601 

require that 20 cfs of flow be bypassed during the relevant portion 

of the diversion season for maintenance of fish life. 1 

4. Permit 16601 also provides that

The Diversion Works 

5. Permittee's diversion works are relatively new 

and consist of a collapsible dam attached to a permanent 

concrete foundation emplaced in the stream channel. .During 

operation the'dam is inflated with water, thereby creating an 

upstream pool from which water is pumped to storage. The 

structure includes a control channel and fish ladder. 

6. Permittee assumed operational responsibility 

for the works on February 11, 1976, and formally accepted the 

project on ?&rch 9, 1976.

7. By letter of Narch 11, 1.976, complainant Save 

San Lorenzo River Association compiained that permittee was 

diverting water from San Lorenzo River in violation of the terms 

of its permit.

Administrative Code, the Division.df Water Bights investigated the 

complaint on March 16, 1976, reported that the permit terms 

specified in paragraph 3 above were violated on that date, and 

referred the matter for hearing.

Felton on February 12, 13, 14, and 15,.1976, and on March 16, 

1976, during times when the diversion works were not bypassing

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that: 

I. 

The bypass weir and measuring system installed by 

permittee at the time of the hearing herein is expressly ,/--- 

disapproved as meeting the requirements of Permit 16601 for 

installation of a flow measuring device satisfactory to the 

State Water Resources Control Board. 

II. 

Permittee shall cease diversion of water to offstream 

storage under either Permit 1.6123 or 16601 until such time as 

(1) permittee has installed in the stream immediately below its 

point of diversion under said permits a staff gage or other 

device and received written approval of such installation from the 

Chief of the Division of Water Rights, and,(2) permittee has 

de-;c,lGped a rating table for.such device showing the water levels 

whi. ccrrespond to-the bypass flows required by said permits and 

recei~:ed written approval
